in many sections of the state the 
klan tight injected into the governor­ 
ship race has completely «lisrupte«l 
party lines, has turned political bro­ 
ther against political brother, and 
has diverted attention from all other 
stat«* and national questions. 
There will be more scratched tick­ 
ets and more bolting of party ranks 
among Hoosier voters on Nov. 4 than 
for many years as a result of the 
Klan scrap. 
The klan 
showed 
tremendous 
strength in 
the 
spring 
primaries 
w’hen it rallied to the support of Ed 
Jackson in the race for tlie Repub­ 
lican nomination for governor and 
help«*«! nominate him over a field of 
even other candidates. 
Whether the klan will have the 
Same solidarity and disregard party 
allegiance in the election, is 
the 
problem that is causing politicians 
t Ik* greatest uneasiness. 
Although there was dissatisfaction 
among anti-klansmen in the Republi­ 
can party over the results of the pri­ 
mary, G. 0. P. leaders believe party 
bonds will tell at the polls and that- 
the anti-klan element will sti«*k with 
the ticket and help put Jackson over. 
Democratic 
chieftains, 
however, 
are counting on Dr. Carleton McCul- 
loeh, Jackson’s opponent for gover- 
nor, to draw a heavy vote from Re­ 
publican anti-klansmen. 
MeCulloch declared
